The Cleveland company,

Credit was given for tho origination 
ot Hie truck-laying pipe of tractor to 
an inventor by the name of Miller, 
who in IS50 brought 
out

frame type of 
steam-driven 
device 
with 
flexible 
side 
members. 
Mr. 
Tewksbury said that the first man to 
use the pivoted side frames 
giving 
vertical and lateral movements both 
to the flexible • members of the trac ­ 
tor was Hansconib in ISS.’. 
He sta t­ 
ed that this was the

of

present type. Credit for being the di­ 
rect father of the track-laying art iii 
this country was given to Alvin Lom­ 
bard. w’ho in IOO" brought out a de­ 
vice which was driven by a steam en­ 
gine, having a sled in front and tile 
rear wheel with a drive which, Mr.

While oven the most casual observer 
of automobiles is aware that their ap­ 
pearance has been improved in recent 
years, only a few people realize what 
a world of study and scientific re­ 
search has been spent in their devel­ 
opment, or to what lengths manufac­ 
turers have gone to produce satisfac­ 
tory effects. 
A glance at illustrations 
which represent the car fashions of 
a few years ago. ami theil* comparison 
with the graceful models of today is 
most interesting, dearly demonstrat­ 
ing that improvements in body-deslgn 
have kept pace with the more mechan­ 
ical developments of the car itself. 
But it is only by taking a trip through 
some great body-plant such as those 
of Studebaker in Detroit and South 
Bend that any real idea can be had of 
the highly scientific methods and pro­ 
cesses employed in present-day body 
building.

The Upper Santa Ana 
There is 
about 
twenty 
miles 
of 
trout stream on the Santa Ana and its 
tributaries above tile bridge 
on 
the 
Bear Valley Road. 
The 
district 
is 
heavily timbered and as it was too far 
back to he accessible to the 
lumber 
mills before the National Forest was 
established none 
of the 
trees 
have 
been cut. 
There are no powgr plants to take 
out the wale and it is comparatively 
easy to forget that you are only five 
hours away front Santa Ana and your 
job. 
Previous to 1914 there was no auto­ 
mobile or wagon road into the I’pjter 
Canyon consequently the fishing was 
always good and limits were easily 
secured at any time during the season. 
Tho nineteen-mile hike on foot and the 
experk nee in packing the burros and 
punching them over the trail are pleas­ 
anter to look back 
upon 
than

were to go through with at the time. 
Now that the 
country 
is 
readily 
reached by automobile the available 
building sites along the streams 
are 
being occupied by cabins, mostly own­ 
ed. as is fitting, by residents 
of 
the 
Santa Ana Valley,

The Summer resort of Seven Oaks 
is a little over a mile up the river 
from the Bear Valley Road 
Crossing 
and as it is quite a popular place and 
usually well filled all

ate vicinity is hardly to be recommend­ 
ed to anyone going into the mountains

Of course in floods like that of 
three years ago when the whole course 
of tile stream is changed for a mile 
at a stretch and trees a century old 
are uprooted, the fish mortality must 
he very high. 
They Don’t Go Up 
Two years ago we 
had 
a 
good 
chance to observe whether young fish 
ascend a steep stream to any great 
extent. There is no road up the south 
Fork and when the truck from Bear 
Valley arrived with 
the 
25,000 fish 
consigned by the commission to the 
stream it was raining. 
The 
whole 
bunch was immediately dumped Into 
one pool within three hundred yards 
of the mouth and the truck went back. 
For days this pool and the ones just 
below were alive with tiny fry and

Matter, Its Ii.stability and Disappear­ 
ance 
In the endeavor to arrive a t the per­ 
m anent origin, ultimate form, or pri­ 
mal state of what is 
called 
matter, 
physical science has come upon nu­ 
merous disappearing hypotheses. 
To 
illustrate: 
Until quite recently the 
atom was looked upon as representing 
the primal state of matter, but now 
is superseded and displaced by what 
is called the electron. 
The electron 
so far transcends the atom in the di­ 
rection of infinite indivisibility that it 
never has been seen by the physical 
senses; in fact, but very little indeed 
is known concerning the electron ex­ 
cept that its appearance today indi­ 
cates Uie passing or disappearance of 
what yesterday was looked upon, rec­ 
ognized and known us matter. 


In other words, in attem pting to a r ­ 
rive at the perm anent origin, ultim ate 
form or primal state of what is called 
material substance, matter, or yester­ 
day’s concept of m atter, is seen to dis­ 
appear. 
Prof. Wilhelm 
Ostwald, a 
well-known authority, states In sub­ 
stance on page 242 of his "Outlines of 
General 
Chemistry,” Ed. 
1912, that 
the conception of m atter is too indefi­ 
nite for it to be regarded as one of 
the constituents of phenomena. Please 
rem em ber that this is a statem ent of 
a physical scientist regarding matter, 
and that m atter is the foundation of 
physical science. 
At this point an in­ 
teresting query presents itself, nam e­ 
ly, 
Does not the disappearance of 
m atter involve the disruption of phys­ 
ical law? 
, 
One views the immediate or local 
forms of m atter with which humanity 
is environed—views also the material 
residue of ancient ages, and in each of 
these he sees the emphatic evidences 
of the changing, shifting and loosen­ 
ing grasp of m atter; so that one is 
inevitably laced with the 
conclusion 
that there is a force continually at 
work destroying the assum ed stability 
of m aterial laws. 
W hile these statem ents may lie of 
interest, I desire to say that they are 
not 
m ade 
from 
the 
standpoint 
of 
Christian Science. 
Scientific Deductions 
Mrs. Eddy did not a r r h a at her un 
derstaiuiing of tile fundamentals of 
Christian Science through any such 
m aterialistic 
m isunderstandings 
as 
these. 
As early as the year INOC Mrs. 
Eddy recognized the un: ubstam iabili­ 
ty of m atter, and today, 
fifty 
years 
thereafter, physical science 
has 
an­ 
nounced from an 
entirely 
different 
basis, the practical absence of any ul­ 
tim ate form or primal state or m atter 
cognizable to the physical senses; 
'or 
while physics has pursued m atter to 
its point of disappearance, and finds 
itself in the rath er equivocal position 
of standing upon

which 
even according to its own conclusions 
has no existence in reality, Christian 
Science, recognizing man and the uni­ 
verse reflecting as perfect ideas the 
eternal substance of one infinite cre­ 
ative Mind. Spirit of God. has estab­ 
lished an enduring substantiality of 
which there shall be no end. 
Scientific Healing 
T hat is all very interesting, rem arks 
an inquiring friend, but what is that 
going to do for the man who has a 
pain in his head?

Bible Studied Consistently 
Moreover, it is a recognized and 
w ellknow n fact th at Christian Sci­ 
ence has m ade more active, earnest, 
happy, consistent, daily students of the 
Bible than any other single cause In 
ancient or modern times. 
This is*not 
at all strange because the Christian 
Scientist is m aking a dally study of 
(he Word in conjunction with “Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip­ 
tures,” and is doing this not because 
of any bounden duty on his part, not* 
because somebody has told him to do 
so. but because he has found th at he

Mrs. Eddy’S Work 
If Mrs. Eddy’s work had consisted 
only in establishing the place and use 
of the Bible in this incomparable m an­ 
ner, she would be considered a most 
rem arkable woman Indeed, and one 
to whom hum anity should render a 
tribute of love and respect. 
In addition to this there are lyin- 
dreda of thousands of men and women 
and children 
throughout the 
world 
who have been healed of their sick­ 
nesses and pains, healed of their sor­ 
rows aud griefs, healed of their m is­ 
ery and sins, because Mrs. Eddy has 
been a citizen, not merely of local en­ 
vironment, but a citizen indeed of the 
world. 
Please do not m isunderstand my 
purpose in thus speaking of Mrs. Eddy. 
Christian Scientists do not attem pt 
to deify, to worship or exalt the per­

and life of this gentlewoman, together 
with the gift- of

which she has so lovingly laid upon 
the altar of humanity. 
Giving 
If there is one word that might more 
than another indicate something of 
the ch aracter and purpose of Mrs. 
Eddy, I think it might be the word 
giving. 
Mrs. Eddy was alw ays ready 
and w illing to give to a cause that was 
worthy. 
Above all, she was always 
giving, giving, giving of the gifts of 
Christian Science which had been so 
freely given to her. 
And in the final 
disposition of her estate to he used 
"in extension of the religion of Chris­ 
tian Science,” as taught by lier, she 
has accounted well for lier stew ard­ 
ship, and given to hum anity an eter­ 
nal legacy of enduring love.
